Captured With Rebels. 


The first dispatch announcing the 


capture of the two Americans was re- 
ceived at the state department from 
Vice Consul Caldera. It sai<* -hat two 
Americans. Leonard Grace and L«roy 
Cannon, had been captured a*. Cas- 
tillo, near Greytown. and had 
been 


sentenced to death for partu -paling 
in the revolution. The specific .-harge 
against them was not reported and 
the dispatch did not 
say 
whether 


they had been given a legal trial. 
Mr. Ca'dera said he had appealed to 
President Zelaya for a commutation 
of the sentence. President 
Zelaya.
